ROAD TO PE ’ STOPPED 


On Wednesday last the Division Engineer for the State High- 
way Commission made an inspection of the road on Sandlick Creek, 
now under construction, and was informed by the contractors at 
that time that Letcher county was not paying off for its part of the 

cost of this road, and that unless they could be paid as the work 
progressed, according to contract, they would have to quit the job. 

This road is estimated to cost approximately $80,000, of which 
the State is to pay 65 per cent and the county 35 per cent. How- 
ever, the State is not obligated to pay any of its part of the cost of 
the road until tho county has paid all of its part. Owi to the 
financial condition of the county, the State has agreed to advance 
the money to pay for the June estimate amounting to about $8,500. 

The Engineer hasnotified the authorities I 
county immediately raises $10,000 to pay the contractors 
advance no more money. 
contractors be forced to abandon these contracts by reason of 
| payment of the estim the State would doubtless be 
from its obligation to pay its part of ~ cost of this road. 
therefore of first importance that ways and mean 
help the county raise $10,000 at one». 

The county has bonds on hand out of which the sum could be 
raised but as the State law will not permit these bonds to be sold 
for less than par and as they are 
be found. 

It has been proposed that the property owners on 
Creek and on Campbranch and other persons interested in the con- 
struction of this road, arrange to finance the sale of $10,000 of 
these bonds. This would take approximately $1,000 which would 
have to be raised by popular subscription. 

A meeting will be held at she Courthouse Monday July 18 at 10 
o’clock to discuss ways and means to insure the completion of this 
road, and all property owners a other persons interested are 
urged to be present. 

It is indeed unfortunate that the ty its 
ness affairs so poorly as to be brought face to face with the possi- 
ble loss of $65,000 which has been offered to it as a gift from. the 
State. It would seem that private donations to the extent of $1,000 
are the only means of saving this large sum for the county.
